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The Theme of. Rev. John Griffith. 
Dr. Bryce Preached Last Evening 


The pulpit of First Presbyterian 
church was occupied yesterday morn- 
ing by Rev. Dr. Griffith, 
missi¢nary from China. Dr. Griffith’s 
address dealt with the results that in- 
directly arise from missionary enter- 
prise as seen in China where he has 


returned 


labored for a number of years. 


The burden of the missionary’s re- 
marks appliei to those who mak? no 
confession of the truths of the Gospel 
and showed how their lives are effect- 
ei. “These are incidental results of 
missionary work that are not to be 
depised” said the speaker. 

The first result in a new mental 
awakening. Chinese society is cons-i- 
tuted in different lines to western so- 
ciety where people travel and mingle 
with new communities. In China it is 
not, customary to travel and successiv? 
generations live and die without going 
beyond the bounds of their ancestral 
village. . To the average Chines? the 
golden days are in the past which in- 
spires the tenacious congervatism 
Chinese people. é 

Another result is the more healthy 
religion that is given to even the hea- 
then mind. The contest of religious 
thought is unconsciously given a 

) Christian tone. It is a mystery to the 
Chinaman why the missionary will 
come so far from his: home and endure 
privation without being compelled. 
The height and depth of such love he 
cannot understand, bui it changes the 
actual content of his mind and is one 
of the untabulated results of mission 
work. A third rezult is emancipation 

| from blighting superstitions. People 
| of Christian lands regard heathen su- 
perstition as merely grotesjue. They 
are really terrible. Chines? supersti- 
tion has prevented the development of 
the meterial resources of th2 nation 
for centuries. China has unlimited coal 
|and iron. It is estimated there are 
400,000 <yuare miles of coal jands, yet 
jit is the opinion of the people that to 
| develop these would destruct the bal- 
ance of the elements. 

A fourth result is the awakening of 

;}a national censciousness. Millions of 

| Chinese are beginning to become inter- 


tions of their nationa! polity that have 
become necessary with the 
wh %er, day that his dawned upon them. 

The last result mé€ationed by Dr. 
Griffith is the birth of a new inter- 
national spirit that is to lead 
into the sisterhood of nations. li is 
'momentous what ideas China will 
bring when she is admitted to this 
sisterhood.

Alderman Gibson, of Winnipeg, chair- 
man of the fire, water and light com- 
; mittee of the council of that city, and 
| agent for the Babcock & Wilcox boilers, 
is in the city today on a visit of busi- 
nészs and pleasure. He is see’ng to the 
installation of the new boiler which is 
being put in down at the power plant, 
and inc‘dentally, is posting himself oa 
the conditions of the town. 

Alderman Gibson is probably as we'l 
postel ag any man in Western Canada 
on the science of fire fighting and on 
public water and light works genera ly 
and he gave his impressions of the situ- 
ation here this morning in a_ concise 
way when he said that Edmonton had 
be2n well advised as far as it had{ gone. 
More fire-fighting apparatus, he said, 
is needed in this city, a new and larger 
engine, more steamer hydrants, anoth- 
er fire hall and some few Other things 
of minorimportance. Not one cojlar, he 
p%ys, has been wasted. Everything that 
the city has is good, but to meet the 
growing wants, this must be 
three years that he

Sultan’s Rule

Tangier, Sept. 24—The situation in 
Morocco is becoming daily more men- 
acing. European property at Tafilet, 
Rof, Mogador, Casabalanca and even 
Tangier are threatened. Natives are 
organizing and equipping as if for a 
holy war and the Sultan's authoi#ty is 
non-existent. The Shejks in the Mar- 
akesh region have demanded complete 
autonomy. Up to the present time the 
Sultan has succeeded in preventing 
the big feudal chiefs from uniting but 
their power is growing daily. They in- 
tercept taxes, raise levies and expel of- 
ficials sent by the Sultan. Shereef 
Elkstanni of Fez, one of the bi<terest 
of anti-Europeans js going to Mara- 
kesh on a misison to preach to the 
tribesmen against the European popu- 
lation. Raisuli has nearly recovered 
from his recent illness.

RICH STRIKE AT ROSSLAND.

DUTCH DEFEATED NATIVES.

of Babong, of two princes, their wo- 
men and children.

The fire department was called 
in to assist. At midnight the situa- 
tion was clearing but the number of 
injured is not known. Scenes of hor- 
rible brutality were enacted on every 
side.

While the medical men of Edinonton 
are deciding the particular brand and 
the origin of the 
following from «he Stettier Independ- 
ent may help some: 

“Typhoid fever is a general infec i-n 
causel by bacillus typhosus. It is ey- 
erywhere an index of the sanitary in- 
telligence of the community. In ice the 
bacillus may live as long as eighteen 
weeks. In milk they undergo rapid de- 
velopment and may live inthe upper 
layers of the soil for eleven months. 
The direct infection by dugt of exposed 
food stuzfs such as milk, is very prob- 
able. The bacillus rete:n their yita'it; 
for many weeks,in garden earth twen- 
ty-one days, in dust of the street thir- 
ty days, on linen sixty to seventy days, 
and on wood thirty-two days. 

“Infection of water is unquestion- 
ably the most common mode of con- 
veyance. Flies play an important part 
in the spread of the disease. Filth, bad 
sewers, or cess pools cannot in them- 
selves cause the disease, but they fur- 
nish the conditions suitable for the 
preservation of the bacillus and pos- 
sibly for its propogation. 

“Typhoid fever is extraordinarily var- 
jable in its manifestations; errors in 
diagnosis are inevitabie even under the 
most favorable conditions. Let the 
“co>k-su;e” physivian, who never rakes 
mistakes read the report of .U. S. Ar- 
my Commission on Typhoid Fever dur- 
ing the Spanish-American war.

“On the continent the oiling or 
jtarring of roads is making con- 
siderable progress. The methods 
which seem to be the most suc- 
cessful can be divided into two 
general classes. In the first case 
we find products such as Wes- 
trumite, Pulvanto, and the like in 
which the liquid tar obtained 
from mineral or vegetable oils is 
formed into an emulsion or a so- 
lution in water and thus sprink- 
led upon the road. The solution 
in water can be obtained by ad- 
ding alkali such as ammonia, or 
by the use of casein or other pro- 
ducts. The liquid which is thus 
obtained can be applied to the 
road from an ordinary sprinkling 
cart. Another way of applying 
it is to pipe the water from the 
mains through a base and use a 
special form of nozzle into which 
the oil or tar is fed from a reser- 
voir. For use in cities this is 
quite practical. 

“Much more efficient than the 
method of sprinkling is the ap- 
plication of a layer of hot tar 
compound upon the road, which 
has just been thoroughly swept 
so as to leave the surface quite 
clean. In this way the road ab- 
sorbs the hot tar and this forms a
